It Is commonly said that intemperance fills our |
prisons, and its demoralizing influence cannot |
he depied. Sl it I# by no means the sole canse |
of crime, and the penitentiary statistics state
thnt of 6228 convicts 1471 were abstainers, 2573

moderate drinkers, 1080 sometimes Intoxieated, |

and 1084 often Intoxicated —a record which does
not differ very widely from that which would
result from o minute fnguiry into the habite of
an equal adult population in some localities
where odious crimes are rarely perpetrated.

The moral ingtructor of the prison states that
of the inmates during last year, eighty per cent.
claim that their parents were church members,
end thirty-nine per cent, acknowledye that they
were reared np under good home intluences, but
only a small proportion (sixteen per cent.) had
been regular attendants of Sunday Schools, and
sixty-seven percent. had never attended these in-
wtitutions. He contends that *‘common school
and home trainlog must go hand In hand,” and
that it should not only be “combined with Sab-
bath School instructlon,” but nlso with “‘the dis-
cipling of regular employment” and “‘skilled
eocupation.”

While the prison abounds with “abstainers” as
well as the vietims of intemperance; while it
coufines “well-wducated” rogues as well ns illite-
rate rscals, Americans as well us forelgners,
the ehuldren of religious parents and Sunday
School puplls as well as the offspring of erimi-
nals, the moral instructor saye:—''If is a rare
axception (o find a good mechanic in prison.”
The Warden, in bis repori, gives a further illus-
tration of this statement by his snnouncement
that when the work on the extension to the
prison was commenced be was anxious to avail
himself of the labor of the convicis, bul that
“out of six hundred who were then in the lnst-
tution, but one was found who could perform
the part of a stone-mason, and not one who had
4 sufficient knowledge of bricklaying or car-
pentering to enable them to hold the position of
2 moderately fair journeyman ot either of these
branches of business. But two mon could dress
stone passably, both of whom had learned In
other prisons.”

The industrial relations of the convicts com-
mitted during 1868 are reported to be as follows
—unapprenticed, 205; apprenticed and left, 3L
apprenticed and served unsil 21 years of age, 17
total, 258, Thus, only one convict out of ffteen
had served a regular apprenticeship, and the
bulk of those commitied woere but poorly quali-
fled to earn an honest livellhood. While the lm-
portance of moral and secular instruction, tem-
perate habits, aud good assoclations cannot be
overestimated, it Is manifest that erimes agninst
proporty will not cease while so lurge a propor-
tion of the population are suffered 1o grow up in
ignorance of useful industrial pursuits, and
while the community contsius s0 many dupro-
ductive memhors.
